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It  is  always  difficult  for  a  British  writer  to  avoid  misunder- 


standing on  the  Continent  when  )ie  makes  any  reference  to  the  Jews,  be- 
cause in  England  there  is  no  Antisemitism  to  compel  him  to  touch  the 
subject  with  the  greatest  possi^ble  delicacy.    There  is  of  course  a 
vulgar  prejudice  against  Jews  in  England  just  as  there  is  a  vulgar^ 
prejudice  against  Scots,  Irishmen, and  all  foreigners.    There  are  stock 
jokes  about  the  Jews  avarice  just  as  there  are  about  the  ücots  stingi- 
ness.   The  Jew  is  caricatured  with  a  Hittite  nose,  just  as  the  Irish- 
man is  caricatured  with  the  jaw  of  a  Spanish  muleteer.    But  this  is 
not  Antisemitism  any  more  than  it  is  ivntihibernianism  or  Anti  caledon- 
iaiusm. 

'Then  Charles  Dickens  was  reproeched  for  having  attacked  the  Jew- 
ish race  by  making  one        the  criminals  in  his  story  of  Oliver  Twist  a 
Jew,  he  was  so  distressed  by  ^^ie.  apcusation  that  he  introduced  another 
Jew  into  a  later  book  as  a  model  of  all  the  virtues.    As  neither  of  the 
two  characters  was  specifically  Jewish,  and  the  criminal  one  (with  an 
Irish  namei  ;  was  much  the  more  agreeable  of  the  ±WB  pair,  neither  the 
supposed  offence  nor  the  amende  had  any  importance;  but  the  incident 
shews  how  an  English  public  man  feels  when  he  is  accused  of  Anti  semi  tism.j 
England,  saturated  from  childhood  in  the  Old  Testament,  is  Zionist,  and 
accepted  Disraeli  as  a  Prime  Minister  (in  the  days  when  Prime  Ministers 
were  great  men) as  readily  as  she  accepted  Rothschild  as  a  banker. 

Attempts  have  been  made  to  introduce  Antisemitism  into  London  as  a 
literary  affectation  by  Catholic  writers  who,  being  in  a  Protestant 
country,  ftel  obliged  to  be  more  Catholic  than  the  Pope;  and  they  have 
an  exponent  of  first  rate  literary  power  and  unquieetioned  honesty  in 
G.K.Chesterton,  a  recent  and  embara«8ingly  zealous  convert  to 
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Catholicism.    But  when  Mr  Chesterton  went  to  Jerusalem  to  curse  Zionism, 
the  hook  he  wrote  on  the  subject  might  have  been  written  by  the  prophet 
Hehemiah.,  and  reyealed  its  author  as  unconsciously  far  more  Zionist  than 
any  Jew  I  have  ever  spoken  to  on  the  subject. 

In  England  therefore  the  persecution  complex  which  makes  the  Jew 
so  sensitive  on  the  Continent  has  no  raison  d'etre.    Among  our  public 
men  our  nearest    imitation  of  an  Antisemist  is  ilr  Eilaire  Belloc,  com:- 
pared  to  whom  I  should  be  classed  as  pro- Jew  if  such  a  classification 
existed  in  England;  but,  compared  to  M.Urbain  Gohier,  Mr  Belloc  is  a 
modern  Macaabeus.    I enri  Bernstein  thinks  that  I  am  an  Antisemite,  and 
that  when  I  said  that  the    French  were  barbarians  of  yesterday  beside 
the  Jews  I  was  indulging  in  that  very  crude  form  of  irony  which  consists 

in  calling  black  white;  but  anyone  in  England^1ÖÄ8.  tell  him  that  I  was

perfectly  serious,  and  that  I  jJstand  up  for  the  Jews"  just  as  Mr  Belloc 
"has  a  down  on  the  Jews".    I  probably  have  more  personal  fri  en  ships  i-^^ 
^*than  M.Bernstein  would  care  to  form.    My  most  famous  translators  are 
Jews.    I  am  continually  appealed  to  by  Jewish  societies  to  speak  to 

them,  and  by  Jewish  papers  to  write  for  them  as  a  known  sympathiser.

I  must,  however.^ÄÄBiÄXÄ  pro- Judaism  as  energetically  as  I  repud- 
iate antiGemitism.    As  an  Irishman  I  know  too  much  of  the  morbidly 
intense  race  consciousness  produced  by  oppression  and  persecution  to 

t)  encoura^;e  any  Jew  to  indutge  its  dreams.     I^had  to  tell  my^countryn.en  ^ 
MMZ  that  they^were  not  a  chosen  race;  that  their  sufferings  did  not 

A 

make  them  better  than  other  people,  and  would  have  made  them  v/orse  if 
the  other  people  had  not  been  as  miserable  as  themselves;  and  I  shall 
say  the  same  to  the  Jew  whenever  the  occasion  i^rises.     I  think  the 
teaching  of  the  Bible,  with  its  representation  of  the  subjugation,  ex- 
propriation, and  even  extermination  of  the  Gentiles  as  the  policy  of 


God,  most  ^pernicious,  and  responsible  for  a  great  deal  of  the  slianie- 
less  predatory^^ imperialism  and  e:cploitation  which  threatens  to  risk  our 
clTilization.    I  think  that  the  Jew  makes  himself  ridiculous  when, 
throwing  himself  into  the  gsaStof  this  Imperialism,  he  wafves  the  nat- 


ional flag  of  the  country  in  v/hich  he  is  situated,  and  insists,  like 
Henri  Bernstein,  on  being  more  Prench  than  any  Frencimian,  more  English 
than  any  Englishman,  fBaiiLsaa£Cei^gS^0i    But  these  opinions  are  not  Anti- 
senite  opinions:  they  are  held  "by  all  intelligent  Jews.    It  is  precise- 
ly  because  I  hold  them  tlriat  I  am,  I  hope,  as  popular ^jglrtifaj-rfe^jiga»^^ 

with  the  Jews  as  v/ith  the  Gentiles.
